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PRESIDENT TELLS CONGRESSFear Breakup Of mBSUMSOff

T REPLY AT ONCE 


Washington, April 19—President Wilson told congress, assembled in 


joint session shortly after one o'clock this afternoon, he has given Germany 
irrevocable notification that the United States will break off diplomatic rela- 
tions if her illegal submarine campaign is continued. 


Secretary Tumulty, acting upon instructions from the president, conferred 


with congressional leaders at the capitol late yesterday and resolutions pro- 
viding for the joint assemblage of both houses in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives were quickly passed by both houses. 


A note, America's last word, practically an ultimatum, and demanding an 


immediate reply, presumably was in the Berlin foreign office as the president 


was speaking. 


It was dispatched last night, via Copenhagen, in accordance with presi- 


dent's plan to have it before the German government at the same moment he 


was addressing the American congress. 


The president asked no action whatever of congress. He simply informed 


it of the accumulation of facts, proving that Germany's assurances to the 
United States are being violated; that the submarine campaign, despite the 
earnest protests of the United States, is being conducted with renewed vigor in 
contravention of all the laws of nations and humanity, and, that he means to 


sever relations unless it is brought within the law. 


Diplomatic history of the world shows that such a course is almost cer- 


tain to be followed by war. The president's note and his address to congress 
are final. They mark the end of diplomatic exchanges. A continuance of the 
long standing friendly relations, the president made clear, depends alone up- 


on Germany's conduct. 


"I have deemed it my duty, therefore," the president told oongress, "to say to the Imperial 


German Government that, if it is still its purpose to prosecue relentless and indiscriminate warfare,

OF CLAYTON ACT 


EM'S STAND ON 
THE U-BQATJROBLEM 


Washington, D. C., April 19,—In his special address before a 


joint session of congress this afternoon, outlining- the facts in tho 
U-Iiont crisis, President Wilson said: 
Gentlemen of the Congress: 


"A situation has arisen in the foreign relations of the country 


of which it is my plain duty to inform you very frankly. 


"It will he recalled, that in February, 1915, the Imperial 
Gei>- 


nuiii Ciovcrnment announced its intention to treat the waters 'sur- 
rounding Great Britain and Ireland as embraced within the seat of 
war and to destroy, all merchant ships by its enemy that 
might 


be found within any part or portion, und that it v.-arned all ves- 
sels of neutral as well as of belligerent ownership to keep out of 
th« waters they thus prescribed or else enter them at their peril. 
The government of the United States earnestly protested. It took 
the position that such a policy could not be pursued 
without the 


pi'iH'tieal certainty of gross and palpable violations of the law 
of 


nations, particularly if submarine craft were to be employed as its 
instruments, inasmuch as the rules prescribed by that law, rules 
founded upon principles of humanity and established for the pro- 
tection of t h n lives of non-t'ombatants at sea, could not in the 
na- 


ture of the case be observed by such vessels. It based its protest on 
UNI ground that persons of neutral nationality and vessels of ueu- 
tral ownership would -lie exposed to extreme and intolerable risks, 
and that no right to close any part of the high seas against, their 
uso or to expose them to such risks could lawfully bo 
asserted 


by any belligerent 
government.The law of these nations in these 


matters upon which the government of the United Slates based its 
protest, is not of recent origin or founded upon 
merely arbitrary 


principles set, up by convention. 
It ia based, on the contrary, upon 


•manifest and imperative principles nf humanity and has long been 
established with the approval and by the express assent of all civ- 
ilized nations. 


"Notwithstanding the earnest protest of our government, the 


Imperial German .Government at once proceeded to cany out the 
policy it had announced. 


"It expressed the hopo" that, the dangers involved, 
at 
any 


ra,.i the dangers to neutral vessels, would be reduced to a minimum 
iby the instructions which it had issued to its 
submarine com- 


manders, and assured the government of the United Slates that it 
would lake every possible precaution,'both to respect the'rights of 
rmulrals and to safeguard the lives of non-combatants. 


""What has actually happened in the year -which 
has since 


elapsed has shown that those hopes were not .justified, those assur- 
ances insusceptible of being fulfilled. 
In pursuance of the" policy 


of submarine warfare against tho commerce of its adversaries, thus 
announced and entered upon by the Imperial German Government, 
despite (lie solemn protests of this government, the

with the 


efficiency of • government. It is all in the men that direct the form. 
If the Virginia Portsmouth has had such an 
evil administration 


that was not because of the form of it, but because of the officials 
chosen to direct it. There isn't a reason in the world to believe 
that simply because public, officials arc given different names and 
regulations and responsibilities shifted to different titles there is 
going to be any better class of citizens seeking place and any more 
efficacious results ensuing. 
There are only four things required to 


make good government. 
These are intelligence, honesty, 
dili- 


gence and a sense of responsibility. 
Given these and them kept
